Win and the press of the 
country have awaited with impatient 
interest the cabinet appointments of 
President Hayes. They well know 
that much of the success which shall 


attend the administration of the new 


President depends upon the Cabinet 
which he selects. Hayes has been 
very silent, and hence epeculation was 
but limitedly indulged in. Fears 
were entertained that he, being a man 
of only ordinary ability for the posi- 
tion of President, would choose men 
for counselors of like ability. Grant, 
with more firmness’ than Hayes, se- 
lected, with few exceptions, a much 
inferior Cabinet to that of President 
Lincoln. Hayes was not wanting, 
however, in adyisors, and taking the 
counsel of good men, presents to the 
Senate for confirmation to-day the 
names of good men for Cabinet offi- 
cers. Evarts fills the highest office, 
that of Secretary of State. He isa 
man well-known in this country and 
Eurepe for his legal abilities. Before 
the Geneva Tribunal he proved more 
than equal for the great English law- 
yer, Sir Roundell Palmer- Whether 
he will prove as able a Secretary as has 
his predecessor Hamiton Fish, remains 
to be seen It will be almost impossi- 
ble to excel the diplomacy of Grant’s 
great Cabinet officer. In his first ap- 
pointment Hayes ignores his Civil Ser- 
vice views. Fish is a man tried in the 
service. He has made a brilliant re- 
cerd, and would do, in all probability, 
more seavice to his country than the 
great New York lawyer. : 
John Sherman, as Secretary of the 
Treasury, is just the man for the posi- 
tion. Schurz, the solid German states- 
man, would be of more service to his 
country in the U. S. Senate than asa 
Cabinet officer. He is a good man, 
howewr, to head the Interior Depart- 
ment, and will prove an able counsel- 
or. Thompson of Indiana, as Secre- 
tary of War, is an improvement on 
Den Cameron, and Devens of Massa- 
ehusetts will no doubt make a better 
record as Secretary of the Navy than 
Robeson of New Jersey. The appoint- 
ment of David M. Key, ex-Senator 
from. Tennessee, as Postmaster General 
is a matter of surprise to most Repub- | 27 
licans, as Key is a Democrat and did 
service as Colonel in the Confederate 
army during the. war of the Rebellion. 
He was appointed to the U.S. Senate 
in 1875 to flH the vacancy occasioned 
by the death of Andrew Johnson. 
Key is a lawyer by profession, and is 
spoken of as aman of integrity and 
ability. He was probably appointed 
to a Cabinet position in order to please 
the South. Good Republican mate- 
rial in the Southern States is a rare 
commodity, and hence a conservative 
Democrat was chosen. Time alone 
will tell the wisdom of this choice. 
George W. McCrary of Iowa is named 
for Attorney General. McCrary is a 
good lawyer, but has many superiors 
in the profession.
